Nine times out of ten, w hatever David law rence, 
W ashington news com m entator, writes, this column can 
agree with. 
Last Tuesday was different. Maybe it was the date 
— the thirteenth. A t any event, his column (look for it 
on page 29 of the Philadelphia Bulletin) left us quite well 
pleased that he was stuck with it instead of us — and w on­ 
dering just what he himself would think of it in the cold 
gray light of the m orning after. 
For someone sucked Mr. Lawrence into a line of a r- j month 
gum ent and purported reasoning wholly unw orthy of him. 
The oldest trick in public debate is to accuse your 
opponent of saying something he didn’t say, and then have 
hysterics abusing him for saying it. The modern version is 
the so-called “ Big Lie” technique developed by the Nazis 
in G erm any — who figured that any lie, repeated often 
enough by dignified public figures with straight Faces, 
would wind up being believed. 
Both these disreputable devices get mixed up in Mr. 
Law rence’s column. The m ixture is further diluted with 
some unexpected misconceptions of his own which he airs 
without sufficient reflection. 
The current “ Big Lie’’ being used by W hite House 
spokesmen aud such others as can be persuaded to echo 
it as a means of trying to silence critics of the I rum an 
defense policy— to shush men like Senator Taft, ex-Presi- 
dent Hoover, etc.— consists of the assertion that these 
men propose to fight Russia in Europe without any ground 
army. 
On this theme, cartoonists, columnists, com m en­ 
tators, etc., have been going to tow n. For instance, a pop­ 
ular cartoon idea is to show Uncle Sam holding a three- 
volume set of military text-books, entitled “Air, Sea and 
Land,” and begging the Am erican people, “don’t break 
the set!” 
Now, that may be a good argum ent, but it has an 
im portant flaw in it. The outstanding Republican ex­ 
ponents of air-sea defense of Europe have not at any time 
suggested that this be attem pted without ground forces. 
The question isn’t w hether to have infantry or not to have 
infantry— but the quite different question of whether to 
send Am erican boys to Europe for this service, or to use 
the European citizens who are already there. 
Specifically, Hoover dem anded that we require these 
European Allies of ours to m uster troops in such numbers 
as to constitute “a sure dam against Red invasion.” In the 
case of Taft, the argum ent falls even flatter, for he is will­ 
ing for some American ground troops to be sent— say one 
division to each seven divisions m ustered abroad. 
It is lamentable that Mr. Lawrence should enter any 
such straw-m an argum ent, and start moralizing on how 
“ military men gasp with astonishm ent” that such illustri­ 
ous Am erican citizens are so ill informed about military 
matters. The fact is, of course, that if the military men 
really think this— which, unfortunately, we must consider

revolution — the servant of the non-military heads of 
governm ent. 
"Basic strategy" is not the task for the military to 
work out — it is the task (if we are still to live within the 
Constitution) of the President and the legislative branch 
of the governm ent. 
From the first misconception, Mr. Lawrence plunges 
into a still worse one: 
"It is for Congress to decide whether or not 
to take the advice of the military and, if the 
nation does not have faith in its military ad­ 
visers, no military program which is evolved 
out of partisan debate in the balls of Congress 
can win the confidence of the country.’’ 
This is one of three things — can’t he anything 
else — either, first, a jingoistic plea for military dictator­ 
ship; second, a denial of the first principles of self-govern­ 
ment — or, third, rank nonsense. 
O f course, the fact is that Mr. Lawrence has reached 
a high plane of theoretical infallibility on the part of pro­ 
fessional soldiers where no one, and certainly not a Presi­ 
dent, is apt to follow.' 
For if Mr. Lawrence’s intimidations are correct, and 
if the military minds ought to be able with impunity to 
play "take it or leave it" with Congress, then how much 
more convincing is the argument the Arm y could produce 
that all this array of professional soldiers ought not to he 
hampered by placing a civilian President over them as 
commander-in-chief! 
Really, Mr. Lawrence, hadn’t you better decide 
whether you are for military despotism or for the Am eri­ 
can Constitution, and if you do favor the Constitution, 
refrain from tripping yourself up working against it?
